People partial to long hours, late nights, 
and stressful deadlines are attracted to 
yearbook production. Why, you may ask? 
ls it the camaraderie, the chance to be 
published, or simply the fact that the chal- 
lenge is there? 

The task of the yearbook is to document 
with pictures and copy how this year is cif- 
ferent from any other. The LHS students, 
teachers, and staff involved in special 
events and everyday interaction are 
what make the 1987-88 academic year 
unique. 

Yearbook planning begins a year be- 
fore the book is printed. By the time school 
ends in June the staff knows what will go 
on almost every page of the following 
year’s book.

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ensorship Legalized

“It really is a major change in 
the interpretation, I feel, of what 
the fine line between censorship 
and freedom of expression used 
to be,’’ was Acting Principal 
David Wilson’s reaction to the 
January 13 Supreme Court 5-3 
ruling which gives public school 
officials the right to censor 
school newspapers, dramatic 
productions, and other “‘school- 
sponsored activities.” 

The ruling was the outcome of 
a lawsuit filed by three students 
from Hazelwood East High 
School, Missouri in 1983. When 
two pages of Spectrum, the 
school newspaper, were deleted 
by the principal, the student edi- 
tors sued the school district, the 
principal, and various school 


officials: The two pages con- 
tained a story dealing with stu- 
dents’ attitudes concerning their 
parents’ divorces and an article 
on teenage pregnancy in which 
the girls’ names in the inter- 
views had been changed. 
Justice Byron White, writing 
for the majority, noted that 
“school-sponsored publications, 
theatrical productions, and other 
expressive activities” are often 
perceived by ‘‘students, parents, 
and members of the public... to 
bear the imprimatur of the 
school.”’ 
_ To avoid erroneous attribution 
to the school, ‘‘a school may in 
its capacity as publisher of a 
school newspaper or producer of 
a school play ‘disassociate itself’ 
not only from speech that would
